New York, May 4—The love and 


death tragedy of Nan Patterson is near 
completion and the final chapter writ- 
ten today will tell of either freedom or 
death for the stage girl. Recorder 
Goff today charged the jury which be- 
gan its deliberation at 1:02 this after- 
noon. Nan Patterson awaited the out- 
come o|, hfet Jtfal, In 


Outside the mawkins browd awaited 


the verdict not yet satiated with the 
senstaions of other days and wonder- 
ing how Nan would take the verdict. 
Women there were among this crowd 
ready to exult or commisserate with 
the woman, whatever the verdict may 
be. Nearly a hundred policemen were 
stationed throughout the corridors of 
the court building today to keep back 
the throng and preserve order. 


Miss Patterson this morning showed 


the effects of the terrible strain. 


"Tonight," she said, "I hope to be 


free and on my way to my mother at 
Washington." 


There was a remarkable scene in the 


women's prison this morning just be- 
fore the actress was led away to face 
her fate. The women prisoners with 
wiiom she is popular pressed about 
her and wished her "good luck." 


Nan Patterson spent a fearful aight 


in prison*-' Haunted by the ringing de- 
nunciations and the blackness of the 
state's case, the girl tossed upon her 
cot, the victim of her own contending 
emotions. Many times her sister com- 
forted her. 
The 
dull faced girl, her 


countenance unchanged and unmoved 
in the tense hours that had gone be- 
fore, had broken at last. Pale and wan 
she stood outside her cell door this 
morning and permitted sympathetic 
women prisoners to kiss her. 


Dressed in deep black she walked to 


her seat beside her counsel. 
She 


glanced half inquiringly at the jury 
and turned away, as if fearing to read 
her fate there. Her fate was there and 
soon to be known. No wonder the pale 
face with two touches of red not her 
own (?) 


Recorder Goff spoke in that still soft 


voice (hardily heard beyond the jury 
box. He began his charge by stating 
that the jury must confine itself to the 
facts and not be permitted to be in 
fluenced by outside distractions such 
as artifices of counsel. 


The recorder said there was nothing 


exceptional in the case which should 
cause any juror becoming excited. He 
spoke of the "idle maudlin" curiosity 
which 'had been evidenced by the large 
crowds and said that these c-xuilritions 
should have no influence upon them. 


"You must discharge your duty and 


you must not consider how your action 
may be taken by others. 


Recorder Goff said the jury must not 


consider what the life of the defendant 
had been, but must give her the same 
consideration that any woman, no mat- 
ter what her position, should have. The 
recorder said the occupation, mode of 
life and character of the deceased was 
also beside the issue. He declared that 
the worth or worthlessness of the per- 
son in this tragedy was not to he con- 
sidered.

NAN'S SILENCE 


Says Prosecutor Rand, is a Confession 


of Her Guilt—Pleads for Girl's 


Conviction. 


New York, May 3. —The jury now 


has the case of Nan Patterson, the 
former show girl, who is accused of 
the murder of the bookmaker, Caesar 
Young. When court convened this 
morning. Recorder 
Goff 
began his 


charge and finished before noon. The 
fair defendant bears up well and 
is 
confident 
of being 
acquitted. 


At the close of the argument, after 
Prosecutor Rand had arraigned her in 
the most scathing terms; had assert- 
ed that her silence in this trial was a 
confession of her guilt; had declared 
that her sister had lied on the stand, 
and that her counsel had based his 
plea for her life on a foundation of 
fabrications, Nan Patterson said she 
still felt confident that the jury would 
bring in an early verdict af acquittal. 
"Mr. Rand is a fine orator," she de- 
clared, "but I know these twelve men 
will not hang a girl on oratory." 


Prosecutor Rand, in concluding his 


argument, said: "And now as to the 
morning of the tragedy. Young has 
been described as being in a happy 
mood. And what were the reflections 
passing through the defendant's mind 
as beside him she rode in a cab down 
town? in her drug-racked brain she 
did not hear the words, 'Nan, you've 
lost! you've lost! 
Caesar is going 


back to real love, to his only love—to 
his wife—to the woman that saves his 
money and adorns his home; back to 
the woman he has cherished.' Then 
the murder in her heart was flamed 
into action and she shot and killed—a 
little crack, a puff of smoke, and a 
dead man lay prostrate in this wom- 
an's lap and the wages of sin were 
laid.

Stand of Team Owners.

Owners'

sters, has flatly refused to make de- 
liveries to any of the firms now in- 
volved in the strike when ordered to 
do so by the Employers' association. 
When the employers received this 
ultimatum they notified the team own- 
ers that unless the request that no 
' 


be complied with, an effort would be 
made to have all existing contracts 
between the team owners and the 
business houses 
and the railroads 


canceled. 
This did not change the 


team owners' attitude, and they per- 
sisted in their refusal to take part in 
the strike. 
The railroad men, con- 


trary to the hopes of the members of 
the Employers' association, did not 
exert the influence on the team own- 
ers that ?*8s expected. They took 
practically the same stand, declaring 
that the fight was something into 
which the railroads did not properly 
enter; that they had contracts with 
the team owners; that these con- 
tracts were at present being fulfilled 
to their entire satisfaction, and they 
could see no reason why the railroads 
sholud be dragged into the struggle. 


Judge C. G. Kohlsaat of the United 


States circuit court, at the request of 
the attorneys representing express 
companies, issued a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining all persons from in- 
terfering with the wagons of the pe- 
titioners or the men employed upon 
them.
